Ohio Ciiies' Parking Headache 
The proposal before the General Assembly to give 
Ohio cities the authority they need to ease their park­ 
ing headache is one more request in a growing list re­ 
flecting a serious fault in government. Cities should 
not be so closely bound by remote authority th a t they 
can’t use their own initiative to help themselves. 
Parking is a problem common to all built-up areas. 
Every city is try ing to do som ething about it Cities 
th at fall to do something about it are going to be in 
hot water, getting hotter from y ear to y ear as more 
people and motor cars choke their streets and strangle 
their business distilcts. 
In the meantime, many Ohio cities want to take 
prom pt action, 
including 
acquisition

off-street 
parking space. There can be no reasonable grounds for 
opposing the bill to let Ohio cities help themselves in 
the parking dilemma.
